“Visagraph” a New Invention 
Employs Touch and Hear- 
ing As Aids 
The “visagraph,” a machine com- 
bining the principles of radio, the 
televisor and the selenium cell, with 
which a blind person may read from 
| books, magazines or other ordinary 
| printed matter, was demonstrated re- 
jcently by its inventor, Robert BE. 
Naumburg, of Winchester, Mass., at 
| the Hotel Commodore, New York, in 
| the presence of teachers and physl- 

cians of institutions for the blind, 

A. book of ordinary ink print is 
placed in a mechanical holder which 
keeps it rigid and balanced in its 
position regardless of where the book 
is opened. A light ray projected 
through a cylinder is concentrated to 
the size of a pin point, and may be 
moved along each printed line at 
will. 

When the light ray is on the white 
paper an clectric current passes 
throygh the apparatus, causing a con. 
| tinuous buzz, which is heard through 
fa radio loudspeaker. When the light 
ray strikes the black type the buzz 
ceases, the selenium acting as a con- 
ductor when exposed to light, and as 
an insulator when it is dark. 

A pantagraph, familiar to drafts- 
men as a drawing instrument, multi- 
plies by four times the distance tray- 
elled by the point of light, register- 
ling this action In a steel rod on the 

other end of the pantagraph. The 
reader, with the steel rod, called the 
“feeler,” in his hand, is able to recog- 
|nize the shape of the letter by run- 
| ning the rod over an aluminum strip. 
This strip has graduations on it to 
correspond with the size of the type 
}in the bool, and can be replaced by 
other strips for larger or smaller 
'type. By the sense of touch, with the 
|“fecler” in his hand, and the sounds 
}eaused by the light, the reader thus 
| verifies the impressions made on both 
| senses, 

| Toivo Laminan, a blind sophomore | 
|of Tufts College, who has aided Mr, 
|Naumburg in his experiments, sat 
| before the instrument and read ac- 
| ctrately any part of the book desir- 
led by those who watched the demon- 
‘stration, The invention, Mr, Naum- 
| burg said, makes it possible for blind 
| persons to read thousands of books 
and other publications which they 
| have been unable to enjoy without the 
| assistance of a second person.

For fear lest he 
might swallow one you tied a string 
jround it and jerked it out; or else} 
you just picked it off, and finding, no} 
root, you wondered what had been 
holding it in place, and you asked 
yourself was it always so. 

Now as a matter of fuct, the “baby 
teeth,” upon eruption, did possess a} 
normal root; then where has it gone? 

Well you see, that as the ‘incoming 
permanent tooth begins to develop 
and push up, it must find room, So 
nature removes these little tempor- 
ary teeth through absorption of the 
root, allowing the crown to fall away 
—a process that is attended with no 
pain or outward disturbances what- 
, Soever, 

But occasionally it happens that 
this natural process of root ahsorp- 
tion is retarded, or it may be, does 
not occur at all, with the result that 
the little tooth does not loosen by the 
time the shedding process should take 
place, 

This is due probably, to the death 
of its pulp or nerve, preventing a 
quick natural absorption, or it may 
be, to the tardy development of the 
replacing permanent or to its erup- 
tion into an abnormal position, or 
possibly to the non-deyelopment of 
what should have been the succeeding 
| tooth, 

In any case, your dentist will be 
best able to advise you as to whether 
this unloosened “baby tooth" should 
come out now or at a later date,

BOOSTING SALARIES 
—_ 

Commenting on the action of leg- 
islators who raise their own salar- 
ies, the Ottawa Journal observes that 
these gentlemen have an advantage 
over other employees of the govern- 
ment or those of private concerns, 

The legislatures of Saskatchewan 
and Quebec provinces have recently 
placed an increased value on their 
own services, but it is pointed out 
that) they are only following the ex- 
ample of the Dominion parliament 
in the matter, as that body a few 
years ago jumped member’s pay from 
$2,500 to $4,000. The United States 
Congress was even more liberal with 
itself in its last salary boost from 
$7,500 to $10,000 a-year, and a sena- 
tor recently declared that the only 
time he had ever seen every senator 
in his seat was the day that bill was 
passed,

the increase of salaries by parlia- 
ment caused considerable critism at 
the time, only one member fought 
against it—and he was defeated for 
re-election,

NEW FARM EDUCATION 


A meeting of the town Council was 
held last Friday evening when a mo- 
tion was passed making the taxes for 
the year 1908 eight mills on the dollar. 
The assessed value of the town pro- 
perty was placed at $195,000, which 
will make roughly speaking $1,600 to 
be raised in taxes this year, besides 
poll and dog tax. While this amounts 
to more than double the amount of 
taxes last year there will not be very 
much of it to be spent on improvements 
as there is considerable of last year’s 
accounts to be paid and the first pay- 
ments on the fire engines have to be 
met. 


Agriculture education in the past 
has been directed mainly toward se- 
curing the production of larger 
crops, through improved machinery, 
better methods of cultivation and 
other means designed to produce a 
maxium yield. But experience 
has proved that merely raising larger 
crops will not solve the farmer’s 
problem. In fact, overproduction 
has caused the surplus of farm pro- 
duets which it has been sought to 
‘ounteract by various measures of 
legislative relief, 

A new progrnm of education 
will stress the business side of farm- 
ing, including financing, manage- 
ment and marketing. It will em- 
phasize the idea that farming is a 
business, and as such must be car- 
ried on with the same careful atten- 
tion to details of management as is 
necessary in any manufacturing or 
commercial enterprise,
